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Preface 


Arundell Esdaile, in A Student's Manual of Bibliography, defines a “Pre- 
face” as “useful for the author's afterthoughts, for first aid to reviewers, 
and for those acknowledgments to helpers which can so easily be over- 
done.” I would like to use this Preface, not as an afterthought, but pri- 
marily as a place of prominence to call upon the assistance of all those 
who may have occasion to use the work and who have any information 
about American theatrical periodicals. 

Although this bibliography lists some 685 theatrical periodicals, pub- 
lished in 122 cities and in 31 states, 85 of the periodicals have not been 
located in any library. Further, although 137 libraries are listed as con- 
taining one or more periodicals, 171 periodicals are incomplete, that is, 
without all issues having been located. 

Thus, much work still remains to be done before a complete bibli- 
ography of American theatrical periodicals becomes a reality. The 
present work is a preliminary and tentative effort in that direction, a 
beginning. That it may one day be as complete and accurate as possible 
may I call upon all scholars who have any information regarding un- 
located titles, complete runs of a work, or knowledge of any errors, to 
forward such information to me—for use in a second edition—or to have 
the material published in one of the journals devoted to the American 
theater. 

In my research work I have visited fifty-one libraries in the United 
States. To the librarians of these institutions I owe a deep debt of grati- 
tude for the kind assistance which they accorded me, and I would like 
to acknowledge that debt at this time. The libraries so visited are: Boston

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Introduction 


One important area of the American theater which has been neglected 
in historical studies of theatrical activity is the American theatrical peri- 
odical, whose pages are the “abstract and brief chronicles” of the passing 
show. One obvious reason for such neglect is that no one, heretofore, 
has undertaken the preliminary step of gathering together and publishing 
the titles and locations of the hundreds of American dramatic periodicals 
upon which such a study would be based. 

That such a work has long been needed may be sufficient justification 
for the appearance of this bibliography, in spite of any deficiencies 
which may be present. The following pages bring together for the first 
time some 685 American theatrical periodicals, published in 122 cities, 
and in 31 states, with locations of issues noted in 1937 libraries. 

A first step in the task of gathering titles was to make an examination 
of all available printed sources, such as the Union List of Serials and New 
Serial Titles, to establish complete titles, dates of first issues as well as 
the final ones, and frequency of publication. In addition, it was necessary 
to determine which of the periodicals with such seemingly dramatical 
titles as Harlequin, Play, and Comedy were actually devoted to the 
theater. For example, Best Plays of the Year (1962—), which is concerned 
with football and not Broadway successes, is naturally omitted. 

A second step used in compiling the bibliography was to visit as 
many libraries as possible, in order to obtain the complete titles, sub- 
titles, editors’ names, publishers’ addresses, variations in runs, frequency 
of publication, as well as information concerning such matters as change 
of title. Over the years I have visited fifty-one libraries in the United 
States; of these very few had more than a half dozen theater periodicals, 
and these half dozen were frequently the standard ones, such as Theatre 
Arts, Drama, or various issues of Variety. 

A third step adopted in the attempt to locate theatrical periodicals 
was to write several hundred letters to various libraries throughout the 
country with inquiries about specific titles. Often the letters brought 
negative responses from the ever courteous librarians, but occasionally 
a reply was in the affirmative, and another entry was noted. 

Before discussing the format of the bibliography a few words may be 
in order in regard to the title, American Theatrical Periodicals, so as to 
avoid the possibility of any confusion concerning the limitations of the 
work. By the word “periodical” is meant all serials, from dailies to an- 
nuals, as well as directories, that are issued periodically. Newspapers 
are included when they are devoted primarily to some theatrical topic, 
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e.g., Variety. The word “theatrical” is used to include periodicals which 
include the word “stage,” “theater,” or “drama” in the title or subtitle, 
or periodicals primarily devoted to: actors and acting; amateur and com- 
munity theater; box office; dance and ballet; folklore music and acting; 
magic; music, when touching upon the stage in some manner; musical 
comedy; Negroes in the theater; opera; puppetry; repertory theater; the- 
ater management; vaudeville. The bibliography will not contain peri- 
odicals primarily devoted to: movies or the cinema, unless the periodical 
also covers the stage; television; radio; photography; literary periodicals 
which may, at times, carry a dramatic column. 

Relative to the format of the bibilography a chronological arrange- 
ment by year of first publication is adhered to from beginning to end. 
Within each year the periodicals are arranged in alphabetical order. 
Each entry includes, as far as possible, the following information: 


1. The original title of the periodical. 

2. The editor, or editors, when known. 

3. The city of publication. 

4. The publisher and the address, when known. 

5. The number of volumes and issues, when known. 
6. The dates of the first and last issues, when known. 
7. Subsequent changes in title, if any. 

8. Frequency of publication. 

g. Miscellaneous notes as needed. 
10. Symbols for libraries owning the periodical. 


Titles 


The titles and subtitles of periodicals are given as they appear on the 
title page. At times periodicals contain some descriptive or humorous in- 
formation on the title page which is also included. For example: 


The Cynick. By Growler Gruff, esq., pseud. Aided by a Confederacy of 
Lettered Dogs. Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. Vol. 1. Nos. 1-12. 21 Sep- 
tember-12 December 1811. Weekly. 


Editors 


Whenever the editor’s name appears either on the title page or some- 
where in the periodical the name is given as it stands, immediately fol- 
lowing the title of the periodical. If the name does not appear in the 
periodical, but is known, it is placed in brackets immediately following 
the title of the periodical. If the editor changes during the course of 
publication, and if the information is available, the date for each editor 
is placed in parentheses immediately following his name. For example: 
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The Arcadian. Edited by G. H. Butler (1875); L. Engel (to 1877); J. 
W. Tooley (1877-1878). New York, New York: 89 Nassau Street. 
Vols. 1-8, No. 2. 18 September 1872-12 January 1878. Weekly. 


Publication information 


Publication information, when it appears, is given. That is, the city 
of publication, the publisher or printer, and the address are indicated as 
they appear in the periodical, whether the information is on the title 
page or elsewhere in the periodical. Whenever possible I have attempted 
to retain the material on the title page as it appears. As a result, in 
several cases, there may appear to be some inconsistency. 


Volumes and issues 


The number of volumes and issues, if they appear in the periodical, 
are given immediately following the city of publication and the pub- 
lisher. In a number of instances the issues are not numbered consecu- 
tively, from the first to the last issue. When such is the case, and when I 
have been able to determine the exact number of issues, I have inserted 
this information in brackets. This approach has been taken, on the as- 
sumption that more rather than less information is of value. The following 
example may indicate what I mean. 


Porter's Spirit of the Times. A Chronicle of the Turf, Field Sports, Litera- 
ture and the Stage. Edited by W. T. Porter and George Wilkes. 
New York, New York. Vols. 1-11, No. 11. [Nos. 1-271.] 6 September 
1856-2 November 1861. Weekly. 


Dates 


Following the indication of the number of volumes and issues the 
complete date is given for the first and last issue. For example the dates 
“6 September 1856-2 November 1861” indicate that publication began 
on 6 September 1856 and terminated on 2 November 1861. Because 
most of the periodicals do not indicate their terminal date it is possible 
that some of them may have more issues than are actually indicated. If 
the periodical is still published this fact is indicated, after the initial 
date is given, by the use of a dash. For example, an entry which reads 
“September 1957-. indicates that the periodical is still published. 


Frequency of publication 


When known, the frequency of publication is given immediately 
following the publication dates for the periodical. When there is any 
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variation from this frequency it is indicated by the use of parentheses 
immediately after the frequency is given. Further, when there is a stated 
change in publication frequency this fact is indicated. The following 
example indicates the form followed. 


Music Trade Review. Edited by J. C. Freund. New York, New York. 
Vols. 1-10, No. 5. 3 November 1875-18 October 1879. Then, Musical 
Times and Music Trade Review. Vol. 10, No. 6-Vol. 11, No. 11. 
November 1879-10 January 1880. Semimonthly (3 November 1875- 
18 October 1878); weekly (2 November 1878-10 January 1880). 


Thus, the periodical was published in semimonthly form from 3 Nov- 
ember 1875 to 18 October 1878. It was published in weekly form from 
2 November 1878 to 10 January 1880. 


Library holdings 


For information regarding the holdings of specific periodicals in 
designated libraries I am dependent upon the following: (1) personal 
consultation of a library’s holdings, based either on checking each issue 
of the periodical or on a check of the card catalogue; (2) letters from 
librarians; (3) information given in such works as the Union List of 
Serials and New Serial Titles. Naturally the last two works are the basis 
for the holdings of most libraries. 

When no one library possesses all issues of a periodical, an attempt 
is made to locate enough libraries that a combination of these institutions 
will give a complete run. At times, however, when it has been impossible 
to locate complete runs of a magazine I have attempted to indicate 
the specific holdings of each library. 

The holdings of the various libraries listed are represented by sym- 
bols. These symbols appear immediately after the numbered periodical 
entries. When a complete set of the periodical is not possessed by a 
library the actual holdings are specified by volume. In some cases, how- 
ever, dates are used rather than volume numbers. At such times my 
information comes either from the listings in the Union List of Serials, 
New Serial Titles, from a letter from a librarian, or from the card cata- 
logue of the particular library. This accounts for any lack of uniformity. 

The actual format used is that which appears in the Union List of 
Serials and in the card catalogues of a number of libraries. Because the 
format is not immediately evident or self explanatory to the user, some 
examples, with explanation, may serve to obviate any difficulties. Paren- 
theses follow each library symbol except when the holdings of the library 
are complete. Brackets are used within the parentheses to indicate which 
volumes are incomplete.

DLC (Library of Congress) has a complete set of the periodical. 

MB (Boston Public Library) has volumes 1-3 of the first series com- 

plete. It has no other volumes. 

MBAt (Boston Athenaeum) has volumes 1 and 2 complete, and volume 
3 incomplete, of the first series. It has no other volumes. 

MH (Harvard University) has volume 2 of the first series, and the first 
issue, which is not numbered, of the New Series. It has no other 
volumes. 

MWA (American Antiquarian Society) has a complete set of the peri- 
odical. 

NN (New York Public Library) has volumes 1-2 of the first series, but 
both volumes are incomplete. 

NhD (Dartmouth College) has volumes 1-2 incomplete, and volume 3 
complete, of the first series. It has no other volumes.

NR (Rochester Public Library) has volumes 1-10, 16-31. Of these vol- 
umes 16 and 1g are incomplete. 
PPiU (University of Pittsburgh) has volumes 7-21, all complete.

DLC (Library of Congress) has volumes 4, 24, 26-28, 70-72. Of these 
volumes 26-28 are incomplete. 

MH (Harvard University) has volumes 14-64. Harvard University indi- 
cates that these volumes are complete for the years 1866-1917. 

NN (New York Public Library) has volumes 7-72. The New York Public 
Library indicates that these volumes are complete for the years 1856- 
1924.

LNHT (Howard-Tilton Memorial Library of Tulane University) does 
not list its holdings for this periodical by volume and issue. It simply 
indicates that it has issues of the periodical for 11 December 1842, for 
January to 2 April 1843, and for g-20 April 1843. 

MB (Boston Public Library) does not list its holdings for this periodical 
by volume and issue. It simply indicates that it has issues of the peri- 
odical for 12 December 1841 to 17 March 1842. 


Sample entry 5 


Coward-McCann Contemporary Drama. New York, New York: Coward- 
McCann, 210 Madison Avenue. No. 1-. 1960-. Irregular. DLC (selec- 
tive basis), MH (selective basis), MdBJ (selective basis ) 


The dashes which follow the first issue, and which also follow the 
date, serve to indicate that the magazine is still being published. The 
words “selective basis” after each library symbol state that these libraries 
have indicated that they keep the periodical on a selective basis only, 
that is, they keep only the issues which they wish to remain in their 
collection.

Playbill. A Weekly Magazine for Theatregoers. New York, New York.

CU (University of California, Berkeley) begins its holdings with volume 
three, which is incomplete. It has all issues after that. 
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IaU (State University of Iowa) has all volumes, beginning with volume 
one. 

NjP (Princeton University) begins its holdings with volume eight. It 
has all issues after that. 


Brackets 


Brackets are used extensively throughout this work, primarily in the 
following cases: (1) To indicate the name of a publisher, if the name does 
not appear in the periodical but is known. (2) To indicate the name of 
an editor, if the name does not appear in the periodical but is known. 
(3) To indicate the number of volumes or issues, if they do not appear 
in the periodical but are known. (4) To indicate dates which are un- 
certain. (5) To cite the specific authorities for certain titles of periodicals 
which are included but which have not been located. For example, the 
Bulletin of Bibliography is such an authority cited for indicating the 
existence of certain periodicals which I have not been able to locate. (6) 
To supply notes or information on various matters which have to do with 
the periodical. These notes generally follow the indication of frequency 
of publication. (7) To indicate which periodicals are on microfilm. (8) 
To indicate which volumes are incomplete in specific libraries. 


Index 


Finally, because an index is an important feature of any bibliography, 
an explanation of the present one may be in order. The entries follow a 
single alphabetical arrangement, embracing not only names of individ- 
uals, organizations, cities, and titles of periodicals, but numerals also. 
For example, the title 17th and 18th Century Theatre Research is entered 
as if the spelling were “Seventeenth and Eighteenth.” Information for 
each listing in the index is complete with entry number so that even for 
cross references there is no necessity to consult the cross reference it- 
self. Included in the index are: 


1. The titles of all periodicals, in italics, with the year (in paren- 
theses) that the magazine began publication, and the entry number, as in 
Scene (1938), 431 
2. Simple subtitles, followed by the word “See” and the title of the 
first issue of the periodical, together with the year it began publication 
and the entry number. The form is:

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3. The names of editors. Following the name of the editor is the title 
of the periodical and the year it began publication, as well as the entry 
number. The form is:

4. All changes of title, followed by the word “See” and the title of the 
first issue, together with the year it began publication and the entry 
number. The form is: 

Little Theatre Magazine.

5. Cities of publication or printing, followed by the title of each 
periodical printed in the city, and the year the magazine began publica- 
tion, as well as the entry number. The form is: 

San Francisco, California. 
See Actor (1938), 419; 
Daily Critic (1867), 47 

6. Universities sponsoring magazines, followed by the title of each 
periodical, together with the year it began publication, and the entry 
number. The form is: 

Stanford University. See 
Bulletin of the Drama- 
tists’ Assembly (1938), 
420; Asides (1940), 453 

7. Theater organizations or groups, followed by the title of each peri- 
odical sponsored, and the year each began publication, as well as the 
entry number. The form is: 

Shakespeare Society of 
New York.

(1883), 91 

8. Various terms such as “amateur,” “ballet,” “Catholic,” “community, 
“dance,” “magic,” “music,” “Negro,” “opera,” “puppet,” “repertory,” 
“Shakespeare,” “Soviet,” followed by the titles of all such magazines, 
and the year each began publication, as well as the entry number. The 
form is:

In the attempt to make the index complete, I have listed the title and 
entry number in as many different places in the index as is warranted 
by cross references. For example, the Dunster Drama Review was edited 
by Lance Morrow, Travis J. Williams, and Mark Coleman, sponsored by 
Harvard University, and published in Cambridge, Massachusetts. In the 
index the title, date, and entry number appear under: (1) Title; (2) 
Morrow; (3) Williams; (4) Coleman; (5) Cambridge, Massachusetts;
